WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent-elect Hoover heard more about 
the troubles of the farmers today, 
this time from officers of the Na- 
tional Grange, who told him that 
legislation now pending in Congress 
would not’solve the problem and that 
in their opinion an extra session of 
the Seventy-first Congress would be 
necessary if adequate and satisfac- 
tory legislation were to be enacted. 

The officers. of the . National 
Grange were with Mr. Hoover for 
more than half an hour. The dele- 
gation was headed by Lewis J. 
Taber of Ohio, head of the organiza- 
tion, the other members being Leslie 
K. Smith of Boston, Eugene Eckert 
of St. Clair County, Ill., and Albert 
8S. Goss of Seattle.

NEW BASE WILL BE PICKED 


Final Search for Southerly Site 
Failed to Reveal Suitable 
Place for Headquarters. 


From. The. Associated Press. 
Having completed the first phase 


of the Wilkins-Hearst expedition’s 
work in the Antarctic, Captain: Sir 


Hubert Wilkins announces in a radio 
message to The New York American 
and associated Hearst newspapers 
that he will return to America and 
prepare for the second phase, which 
will be carried on next year from a 
different base. 

The announcement was made fol- 
lowing a new 500-mile flight made 


'|:Wednesday, during which Captain 


Wilkins searched Graham Land in 
the hope of finding a suitable and 
more southerly base which would en- 


}able him to continue his explorations 


futther south throughout the present 
season..No such base could be found. 


Long Flight Too Dangerous. 


In making public Captain Wilkins’s 
decision, The New York American 
added the following analysis of the 
situation: 

“The only alternative hope of 
reaching Ross Sea this season lay 
in ability to take off on skis with a 
load..of gasoline sufficient to drive 
a plane 1,800 miles, Owing to the 
unseasonably warm weather at’ De- 
ception Island and Graham Land, 
which has softened the snow six 
weeks. before.it..was..expected.to do 
so, this was obviously impossible. 

“But even if the snow and ice had 
been normal; the: discoveries as to 
the terrain of Graham Land made 
by Captain Wilkins precluded the 
possibility of such flight without un- 
reasonable risk.; It remained only 
for Captain Wilkins to return and 
make @ new start from a new base. 

*“The expedition had two major ob- 
jectives: — 

“First, exploration of Graham 
Land and the western coast of Wed- 
dell Sea by airplane. 

“Second, a flight from Graham 
Land to Ross Sea and further ex- 
A ap from, a.base established

“In flights from Deception Island 
over’ Graham Land, Sir Hubert arid 
his associates have accomplished the 
first objective and thereby solved the 
greatest problem that has confronted 
scientists and geographers in the 
Antarctic. 

““Graham Land is -pictiiréd on the 
maps as ipext of the Antarctic Conh- 
tinent. Flying 1,200 miles over land 
never betore seen by human eyes in 
company with Pilot Ben Bielson on 
Dec. ,. Wilkins .discovered that 
Graham Land consists of. two main 
islands and thet: the southernmost is 
separated from the Antarctic Con- 
tinent by:.a.body of water forty to 
fifty miles wide,-lying between the 
seventieth: and seventy-first parallels 
south and longitude and 70 west.

The General’s “plan, revealed ' in 
his letter, of placing the army. tem- 
porarily under a council of five, did 
not frighten the countil‘in the least, 
but in ‘fact it solidifiéd ‘the’ é6pposi- 
tion to his régime. A mere. handful 
of. seven delegates:: continued, : to 
stand by him, and these féw; secing 
the cards hopelessly stacked against. 
them, simply: declined.to. vote:for the 


resolution. 


‘Letter’ Aftectionately Phrased. 


If anything was needed to make 
plain General Booth’s defeat it came’ 
during the afternoon session. ..One 
by one the delegates left their places, 
walked solemniy tothe front of the 
hall and signéd’ the letter’ requésting 
the 72-year-old leader to retire. 

The. letter. -was.. - affectionately. 
phrased, as from loyal followersto a 
beloved. commander. It suggested 
that he should retain the title of Gen- 
eral and all the honors.and dignities 
of his high office: ’ But it left: the 
leader no room for doubt that: he 
would have to make way gracefully 
or to face.-a humiliating: removal. 


Council Would Nullify Choice, 


As forthe General’s continuing in 
office that is now admitted to be 
hopeless. The heavy adverse vote in 
the Council showed that. But there 
is abundant reason for believing he 
plans to go down with’ his colors 
flying, His family were represented 
today as making a determined effort

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LAW OF THE SEA. 

On Wednesday Senator REED of 
Missouri“ introduced a resolution 
which he said had nothing to do 
with the peace treaty. It has not 
direetly. Neither has it anything to 
do -explicitly with the pending bill 
to build additional cruisers. Yet-its 
relation. to both is pretty evident. 
It calls respectfully upon the Presi- 
dent to-“ negotiate treaties with the 
principal nations.” What is to be 
their obj ct? 

The protection of the rights of 
neutrals and freedom of the seas, 
embracing the doctrine set’ forth 
in Article 12 of the Treaty of 1785, 
negotiated by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 
THOMAS JEFFERSON and JoHN ADAMS, 
between Prussia and the United 
States. 

This treaty, it has to be confessed, 
was violated by both Germany and 
the "United States in the Great 
War. Amid the passion and fire of 
a struggle for national éxisternce, 
treaties are silent as well as laws, 
But what Senator REED doubtless 
has in mind is what has so often 
been called the “historic position ” 
of America in respect to neutral 
rights at sea in time of war. That 





position, maintained by our delegates 


in the International Conference of 


1856, led them to refuse to sign for 


this nation the Declaration of Paris, 


though it abolished privateering and 


took some other useful’ steps. 


Cynical foreigners did not fail to 
observe that the United. States, five 
years later, whemcivilwar broke 
out in America, abandoned its own 
doctrine of neutral rights’ in’ the 


blockade of the. Confederate. ports. 


At-that time, too, the courts of the 
United States developed the doctrine 
of “continuous voyage,” which in 
the hands of the British returned to 
plague our government . during the 
early years of the war with Ger- 
many. Our State Department made 
vigorous protests, ‘but no sooner had 
we joined the Allies in 1917 than 
our own ships of war vied with the 
British in disregarding the rights of 
neutral commerce on the ocean. “In 
spite of these breaches of our own 
professions, there is no doubt.that 
the United States has a continuing 
and substantial interest:in the ques- 
tion of defining and defending neu- 
tral rights at sea, which this coun- 
try ‘would’ surely be ‘pleased to get 
embodied not only in treaties but

The Pennsylvania witchcraft mur- 
der is another reminder that the 
once universal belief in witchcraft, 
if grown sporadic ‘and spotty, is un- 
dying. Doubtless there are plenty 
of the faithful right here in New 
York. In every “civilized” coun- 
try it turns up in the courts now 
and then. In the form of “ Satan- 
ism” it has adepts in Paris, if we 
may believe M. JULES Bois. There 
is quite a number of modern French 
books, some of them perhaps of 
mystificating purpose, on the sub- 
ject. The young man in York County 
who has just been sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the murder of a 
man who had put a “hex ’’—from 
‘‘Hexe,” a witch—on him, seems to 
have,-been somewhat muddled in his 
motives, but he followed the correct 
‘process in seeking to get a.leck of 
Hair from his bewitcher’s head. 

A single strand or a bit of. nail- 
cutting or article of clothing would 
have done as well. The sorcerer 
dominates the ‘victim’s personality 
by this symbolic seisin of the part 
for the whole. The defense is by a 
counter-attack of the same sort. 
Our young’man went too far. He 
should have. hung around the village 
barber shop or searched the wiz- 
zard’s farm; and we must regret 
that other purposes than those of a 
pure ‘devotion ‘to one of the most 
ancient of sciences seem to have 
alloyed his methods. Of course the 
judge could not regard the theory 
that faith in the wonders of the in- 
visible world is evidence:or proof of 
insanity.

JEALOUSY AT ALBANY. 


It would be hard to say which 
commandment: the stalwarts) ofthe 
Old Guard at Albany have broken 
more. often, the ninth-or the tenth. 
When. SMITH was Governor. they bore 
false’ witness against him. In’ their 
hearts they. were’ jealous’ of. ‘him— 
jealous of’ his knowledge, wisdom, 
leadership, success. In vain they 
hurled their javelins at him. Some- 
times he returned! them more swift 
and sharply barbed than ever., The 
Republican leaders did riot fare very 
well while he was in the executive 
chair. Now that it has another oc- 
cupant, they may think the time has 
come for vengeance, if not on him, 
then. on. some of the institutions 
which he cherished. 

This is the only theory on, which 
to explain’ the eXtraordinary report 
from Albany. that the legislative 
leaders are. thinking of abolishing 
the. Port Authority. Here is: an 
agency set up to carry out.the com- 
mon. purposes of the two States of 
New York and New Jersey. It is 
charged primarily with executing 
the comprehensive plan for the de- 
velopment of the Port of New York. 
To it, too, the Legislatures of both 
States have allotted the task’ of 
building the interstate bridges, over 
the Hudson, and between Staten 
Island and the’ mainland. . It is true 
that progress in bringing order out 
of the confusion of the port has been 
slow, but ‘it is plainly an undértak- 
ing that requirés.time.and patience. 
Lately the Port Authority seems to 
have established. a more friendly 
basis of cooperation with the rail- 
roeds, and has seen its. plans.ad- 
vanced for inland terminals and the 
better handling of freight. Certain- 
ly no one can take exception to the 
way it has. gone about its job of 
bridge building.. The bridges have 
been skillfully planned, financed with 
little-or no burden on the taxpayer 
and opened to public use as soon as 
completed, usually well. ahead of 
schedule. To abandon this invalu- 

alle agency for the upbuilding of the 

port and the improvement of ‘its 
transportation . facilities would be 
folly, 

It would be hardly less foolish to 
establish a divided jurisdiction. The 
Holland Tunnel has proved a notable 
success. The bridge and tunnel com- 
missions were properly allowed, to 
complete that work, which they had 
undertakén before the Port’ Author- 
ity came into the field. It would 
be suicidal to allow the two. agencies 
to compete in the building of new 
facilities. As the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation pointed out some time ago,-if 
nhew tunnels are to be “properly 
“financed and integrated with pas- 
“senger and freight transportation 
‘systems, and if they are not to 
“be unduly competitive with each 
“ other, they must be laid out on the 
“ basis. of a thorough plan and‘con- 
“structed when demonstrable pub- 
“lic need has arisén, rather than‘in 
“response to organized“ local agita- 
“tion.” ~The association came . to 
the sound’ ‘conclusion that. “nobody 
“is as well fitted to perform this 
“task as the Port Authority.”

ATHLETICS AND LONGEVITY. 

Statistics given out by Dean 
NICHOLSON of Wesleyan University, 
showing that college athletes, as a 
group, do not live so long as col- 
lege honor men, seem to assume that 
the two are distinct—as if an. ath- 
lete were never an honor student or 
vice versa,” But in fact many men 
belong in both groups. Even as- 
suming that they may be separated 
into classes as mutually exclusive as 
sheep and goats, is it to. be inferred 
that life is lengthened relatively by 
going in for honors rather than for 
athlétics? Dr. NICHOLSON, who is 
also secretary of the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association, would 
hardly continue to hold his office if 
he believed that his statistics. proved 
that college athletics shorten life. 

Some few weeks ago Dr. Louis I. 
DUBLIN of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company gave out some fig- 
ures dealing with 5,000 fotmer col- 
lege athletes which indicated that 
the mortality records of athletes— 
that is, men of splendid physiques, 
the picked men in colleges—were 
only slightly if any better than the 
“non-selective ” groups of life insur- 
ance companies—the national stand- 
ard, One incidental observation was 
that the averages for the several col- 
leges showed that with one excep- 
tion the mortality rate was higher 
in the larger schools. Another was 
that the study showed an excess 
mortality in ages past middle life 
for those ‘participating in baseball 
and rowing, but a low rate for foot- 
ball and. track athletics in ‘the ad- 
vanced stages of life.. Dr. DUBLIN’S 
only inference is that we may have 
to revise our ideas, about the rela- 
tion between physique and longevity. 
But the general impression that col- 
lege athletes ought to live relatively 
longer than the general run of men 
is, at any rate, not supported, what- 
ever the reason. 

On the other hand, the assumption 
that the honor man, who is often 
pictured as a “ grind” of unimpres- 
sive and unpromising physique, has 
a shorter expectancy than the ordi- 
nary man seems to be without foun- 
dation. Perhaps, after all, the man 
of such superior qualities of mind, 
such innate capabilities and such 
vigor of purpose as the honor stu- 
dent must possess, has a stronger 
hold: on life a better heritage of 
the vital principle. “The honor man 
may not live longer because he was 
an exceptional student, but was an 
exceptional student because he had 
within him the forces that made for 
longevity. Other alumni inquiries 
give support to the view that the 
honor members of a class have, ex- 
cept for accidents or epidemics, a 
better chance of long life than those 
in the lower ranges: The; moral 
seems to be that if one desires length 
of days one is more likely to find it 
by “making” Phi Beta Kappa than 
by winning his class numeral or his 
college letter.

The increased appropriations for 
exterminating predatory animals of 
all sorts would doubtless help to cut 
down crop losses.. But in order to 


be truly effective they would have 


to be matched’ by greater cooperu- 
tion on the part of individual farm- 
ers and stock owners. This is par- 
ticularly true in the case of the 
smaller destructive rodents. In order 
to end their pernicious activities, 
community cooperation, backed by 
State and Federal agencies, will be 
necessary. This is a large order— 
even for Uncle Sam. 


CONTROLLING INFLUENZA. 


Eastward the march’of influenza is 
taking its way, and now that the 
Atlantic seaboard, even up into Can- 
ada, is shivering and sneezing, Eu- 
rope is casting apprehensive glances 
at us. In a recent issue of The Lon- 


cussing the lamentable fact that no 
méans of controlling the disease is 
yet known. But it also pointed out 
the success of research. workers in 
the study of so-called virus diseases. 


Distemper in dogs, which-has many | 


resemblances to influenza in human 
beings; has-yielded.to.science. Vac- 
cines . prepared with the bacillus 
which was thought to cause distem- 
per were disappointing in their re- 
sults. It became evident that the 
organism causing the disease had 
not been isolated. Through the work 
carried on by the Field Distemper 
Fund a virus-vaccine has been found 
which gives the dogs receiving it 
what is called “a. solid immunity.” 
They do not get’ distemper even 
when exposed to virulent infection. 

In the process of investigating this 
disease a considerable amount of in- 
formation was gathered concerning 
virus diseases in general. Dr. No- 
GUCHI, before his» death; believed 
strongly that yellow. fever could be 
prevented through its recognition as 
one of this class.. Virus-vaccines 
against it are being used with in- 
creasing success. If influenza and 
colds are also virus diseases, the 
hope of curing and preventing them 
through work based on the new 
hypothesis grows larger. 

A special study of ‘the common 
cold is: being conducted at Johns 
Hopkins University. English, Ger- 
man, French and other workers are 
prying into the causes of these most 
inconvenient ‘ailments, and within a 
few years they may be as surely 
curable and preventable as small- 
pox and diphtheria. It is not un- 
natural ‘that the public should com- 
plain that the many marvelous dis- 
coveries recently made in medicine 
have not included one which will re- 
lieve an ill that is in reality much 
more serious than it appears. Our 
present epidemic of influenza is far 
from being the most virulent type: 
Yet despite its mildness it has al- 
ready necessitated the loss of much 
time and’ money for workers and em- 
ployers. Besides the discomfort it 
causes at its worst, it exposes its 
victims to other more serious. dis- 
eases by lowering their resistance, 
The profound gratitude of the whole 
world awaits the discoverer of a 
method of wiping out one of. the 
most widespread of the ills to which 
human flesh is heir.

Sunday «baseball, and added 
that the first intimation he had that 
President Fuchs was worried’ over 
the passage of the act in the City 
Council came when the Braves’ head 
called him to his room at the Copley 
Plaza Hotel together with. Dan Car- 
roll, Boston fight promoter, and im- 
mediately launched into an accusa- 
tion that Lynch was head of the 
Council bloc supposed: to be opposing 
the passage of the Sunday. sports 
act here. . 
“When he said I was leading the 
bloc against the Sunday baseball bill 
I thought he was drunk or crazy, be- 
cause I had come up there to tell 
him for the third time that I always 
had been and was absolutely in favor 
of the bill,’’ declared Lynch. 
The Councilman’s startling accusa- 
tion of: ‘‘blackmail and racketecr”’ 
against Judge Fuchs came almost at 
the close of the hearing after Jo- 
seph.

Two STATES HUNT THIEVES 


Police Seek Youths Who Locked 
‘Employes in Vault and Fled in 
Car With New York Plates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HAWTHORNE, N. J., Jan. 10.— 
After being questioned : for many 
hours by the police, Arthur: Cruick- 
shank, the assistant cashier of the 
First National. Bank here, was ‘ar- 
rested and ‘held without bail as ‘a 
material witness in the bold’ hold-up 
this. morning when two young men 
robbed the bank. of $14,346. 

The commitment was made by Re- 
corder Schoonmaker, on. the com- 
plaint of Police:Chief Ryan Vander- 
walk. After his prisoner. had. been 
placed in the county jail at Paterson 
the police official said that following 
the questioning it ‘shad seemed néc- 
essary’’ to hold Cruickshank. He de- 
clined to discuss the matter further 
until. after “‘more investigation.’’ 

While the examination of the assis- 
tant, cashier was going forward this 
afternoon and evening, the county 
and State police of both New Jersey 
and New: York were*trying. to find 
the two young participants in ‘the 
robbery. They have very little to 

o on, however, for. about all they 

now is that the fugitives are not 
very old, that they have pistols and 
plenty of nerve and that their car 
bears New York license plates. 

At 8:05 this morning the pair walked 
calmly into the bank, looked around 
and then gave the “usual order of 

“stick ’em up.’’ Cruickshank was 
in the vault, which he had just 
opened; Howard Hausemann, the 
year-old janitor and the only other 
person present, was, standing near 
the front of the bank. Hausemann 

thought the order was a joke and 
——— One robber. struck him over 
head with a pistol butt. 

Then. the pair separated. 'While 
one leaned casually on the window 
sit—where he could obtain a good 
view up and down Lafayette Street— 
the other shepherded the two em- 
ployes behind the grille which sur- 
rounds the vault: Leaving them, 
their hands in the air, where he 
could see them, he went into the 
vault. 

Paying no attention to the strong 
boxes, the robber began to pull out 
the half dozen drawers in which cash 
and .bonds are kept. The first two 
revealed nothing, the third held the 
$14,346. The. fourth,- had the’ man 
known it, contained another $14,000. 

The robber dumped the money into 

a satchel, took a key to the grille 
fuser the "janitor and then went out, 
— and locking the door behind 

hen, with his lookout, he sped 


.from the building. 


Fifteen minutes later Harold Kai- 
ser, a 15-vear-old office boy for the 
National Grocery Company, entered 
the bank, heard the men’s cries and 
called the police. As soon as word 
of the affair reached Prosecutor J. 
Vincent Barnitt, he sent word’ to the 
country and State police to watch the 
roads, ferries and the Holland Tun- 
nel in an effort to head off the 
fugitives. 

About the only description the police 
could get came from John Engel, a 
barber whose shop is across the street:| o 
from the bank. Engel saw the men 
rush out and run down the street, 
finally dive into a car and speed 

away. The car had New York plates, 
he said; he thought he could iden- 
tify. the men if he ever saw. them 
again.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Apropos 
of Paris dispatches to the effect that 
reports of the United States Linés 
show they compete favorably with 
®| European lines, Shipping Board of- 
ficials said today that the only re- 
port issued recently ‘by the United 
States Lines was for the fiscal year 
1928, and that this showed an operat- 
ing loss of $465,000, as compared with 


ev.|2 profit in the preceding fiscal year 


of $371,000. 

The relatively poor showing was 
explained by Shipping Board officials 
as due largely to reduction in voy- 
ages for repairs to the liners. 

The figures were such, however, 
that officials were at a loss to under- 
stand the reports from Paris unless 
they referred especially to the pas- 
senger traffic, which continued to 
increase in 1928. Revenues for the 
United States Lines in the past fiscal 
ar were $16,266,000, compared with 
16,675,000 in 1927. Cargo revenues 
caused most of the reduction, falling 
$517,000 below the figure for the pre- 
ceding year partly because of re- 
duced rates. Passenger revenues rose 
,000, due to an increase from 
84,556 passengers carried in 1927 to 
88, 891 carried in 1928. The —— 
the highest “number of passenge 
ever carried in a single year. by the 
United States Lines.
